Report of the Board of Health 


To the Citizens of Langdon :— 

During the past year 14 cases of scarlet fever have 
been reported to the board of health, of these only one 
was taken sick in the school. The schoolrooms have 
been cleaned once and fumigated twice since this case. 
The books and paper in this child’s desk, as well as the 
books and papers in the desks of the school children 
taken sick at home, have been burned. 

The board deeply regrets that so many parents 
have seen fit to keep their children at home since the 
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opening of the school. The board hears their reason for 
doing this is that all the books have not been destroyed. 
Extract from a personal letter of instruction from the 
state board of health: “The books used by the infected 
child should be disinfected—if they are old they would 
better be destroyed. There is no occasion for destroy- 
ing other books in the schoolroom.” 


The report has been put in circulation that books — 
were transfered here from the North Walpole school 
at the commencement of the fall term. This report 
has been investigated by the board and found to be 
absolutely false. 


Acting under instructions of the state board of 
health all children, “‘with two exceptions,” attending 
school have been vaccinated, and in the future this law 
will be enforced.

Report of Superintendent 


We respectfully submit this our third annual re- 
port, being the 15th of its series. 


The statistical table given below is for the pre- 
ceding year with teacher now teaching inserted where 
there has been a change. The new registers are for 
the entire year and makes term data difficult.

Two of the present teachers are new this year. 
We were fortunate in securing the services of Miss 
Tilden, an excellent worker in any community, and 
worthy of your co-operation in school and social work. 
Miss Stebbins and Miss Wolfel are both earnest, hard- 


= 
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working girls who are doing the best possible under 
present conditions. We have been unfortunte in having 
so severe an epidemic of scarlet fever. It has seriously 
affected the work of the school, but we may be able to 
recover much of it, if we can have a satisfactory at- _ 
tendance for the remainder of the year. 


We have endeavored to bring up the schools of 
Langdon by securing satisfactory teachers and direct- 
ing them in their work. We are now in a period of 
transition from an old state program to a new organ- 
ized system meeting the demands of modern educa- 
tional ideals. New arithmetics were secured for the 
village to replace those worn out. Other books were 
needed and secured to replace those burned and to 
meet, in part, the new course of study. 

We believe Langdon should take some positive 
steps toward better things for her pupils. The new 
state plan is for the development of grades seven and 
eight into a junior high school, as soon as the number 
of weeks is sufficient to do the essentials in the first six 
years. This will need more equipment and a central- 
ization of all pupils in the last two grades in the village 
under a capable teacher teaching the advanced pupils 
only. 

I regret that I have not been able to do more for 
Langdon this year. I have received the co-operation | 
of a part of the school board and the teachers. In gen- 
eral, we believe Langdon deserves better schools, and 
we hope that an interest will be shown to the extent 
that the people will attend the annual school meeting, 
and co-operate in making the schools meet the needs 
of the community.
